OFELCER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER,  1959. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Rural  District  for  1959.  My  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  (a  joint  one  with  the  Borou^  of  Chatham 
and  the  City  of  Rochester)  dates  from  17th  April,  1959. 

The  following  statistical  matters  although  contained  in 
the  body  of  the  report  appear  worthy  of  special  mention. 

POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  1959  was  26,490 
as  opposed  to  25,730  for  1958.  The  steady  growth  in 
population  of  the  Rural  District  has  been  a  continuing 
feature  in  the  post  war  era  with  an  average  increase 
between  600  to  700  per  anniua  and  a  total  increase 
from  1946  of  approximately  10,000. 

Natural  Increase  of  the  Population 

The  number  of  births  in  1959  exceeded  the  deaths  by  288. 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  18,91 
which  compares  -favourably  with  the  national  figure 
(for  England  and  Wales)  of  16.5  even  when  corrected 
by  the  comparability  factor  for  the  Rural  District 
of  .97. 

DEATH  RATE 

The  Death  Bate  for  1959  was  8,04  per  1000  of  the 
population  when  the  comparability  factor  of  1.13  is 
applied  to  this  figure  the  corrected  death  rate  of 
9.08  is  lower  than  the  national  figure  of  11.6  per 
1000  of  the  population.  The  total  number  of  persons 
normally  resident  in  the  area  dying  was  213. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 


The  death  rate  for  infants  under  I  year  of  age  was 
17.96  per  1000  live  births.  The  total  number  of 
children  dying  under  1  year  was  9  but  of  these,  7 
died  within  one  week  of  birth o 

Deaths  in  age  groups 

Deaths  of  persons  over  70  years  of  age  accounted 
for  54%  of  all  deaths . 

Causes  of  Death 

(1)  Arterial  and  heart  disease  was  responsible  for 
death  in  52%  of  the  total  deaths. 

~  there  was  a  total  of  16  male  deaths" 
from  Cancer  -  8  being  due  to  Cancer  of 
the  Lung.  There  were  no  female  deaths 
from  Lung  Cancer. 

Ten  females  died  from  Cancer  of  the 
reproductive  organs. 

Bronchitis  10  deaths  -  6  being  male  and  4  female. 
(4)  Poliomyelitis  -  one  male  aged  54  years  died  27/7/59. 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles  was  epidemic  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and 
with  a  total  of  372  cases  accounted  for  90%  of  all 
notifications  over  the  year. 

There  were  18  cases  of  vVhooping  Cough  and  10  cases  of 
Tuberculosis . 

Only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  with  fatal 
outcome. 

SEiyAGE  DISPOSAL 

For  a  Rural  District  the  area  is  well  served  and  the 
Coimcll  has  continued  to  pursue  a  progressive  policy 
which  will  leave  only  one  major  village  community  on 
cesspool  drainage  in  the  future.  However,  the 
challenge  to  improve  environmental  hygiene  in  the 
District  remains  as  there  are  302  dwellings  on  Pail 
Closets,  20  on  Privies,  while  113  houses  receive 
their  water  supply  by  standpipe  and  19  from  wells  or 


springs  (so  far  as  is  knovm  to  the  Itiblic  Health 
Department)  « 

CARAYM  SITES 

There  are  B  major  residential  caravan  sites ^  one 
mixed  residential  and  holiday  site  and  one  small 
mixed  site  on  the  District.  Considerable  time  was 
spent  during  the  year  keeping  these  sites  under 
supervision  and  action  was  taken  to  effect  improve-* 
ment  in  site  hygiene  mainly  by  obtaining  co-operation 
of  site  owners o 

At  best  caravan  accommodation  as  a  permanent  home  is 
a  poor  substitute  for  traditional  housing  andjwhile 
it  may  meet  the  temporary  need  of  a  newly  married 
couple  , is  no  place  to  bring  up  childreno 

RIVER  BATHING 

Following  consideration  by  the  Health  Committee  the 
Council  authorised  on  31st  luly^  1959  erection  of 
signs  3  on  the  beach  at  Upnor  and  lower  down  the 
river  at  Hoo ,  warning  bathers  of  the  possible  risk 
of  bathing  in  se\irage  polluted  water o  In  the  past 

these  reaches  of  the  river  were  popular  for  bathing 
and  3  while  no  evidence  exists  to  associate  cases  of 
disease  with  immersion  in  the  river^  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  discharge  of  partially  treated  sewage 
effluent  within  close  proximity  of  these  beaches 
makes  river  bathing  undesirableo 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

ON  THE  MARSHES 

Routine  anti-mosquito  measures  were  carried  out  as 
in  former  years®  Very  few  complaints  were  received 
of  mosquitoes  which  may  have  been  due  in  part  to  the 
drying  up  of  the  marshes  during  the  very  hot  summer 
months « 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS 

In  the  case  of  every  child  bom  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
father  of  the  child,  if  at  the  time  of  the  birth  he  is  actually 
residing  on  the  premises  where  the  birth  takes  place  and  of 
any  person  in  attendance  upon  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or 
within  six  hours  after,  the  birth  to  send  notice  of  the  birth 
within  thirty-six  hours,  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  County  Hall,  Liaidstone.  Postcards  with  prepaid 
postage  for  this  purpose  are  supplied  to  medical  practitioners, 
midwives,  hospitals  and  maternity  homes,  upon  application  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  County  Hall,  Maidstone, 
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ANTE-NITAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS 


Advice  and  ante-natal  care  is  given  at  these  clinics.

The  Service 
would  not  normally  be  provided  where  relatives  or  "friends 
are  available  but  limited  service  may  be  provided  to  relieve 
relatives  who  are  being  deprived  of  sleep. 

Householders  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the 
costs  in  accordance  with  their  means.

The  table  on  page  24  shows  that  of  8,289  houses,  19  are 
not  supplied  from  the  public  mains o  Generally,  these  19 
houses  are  situated  singly  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district 
far  from  a  water  main  where  it  v/ould  not  be  practicable  to 
provide  a  mains  supply*  Three  of  these  houses  use  spring 
water,  4  use  well  water, and  tiie  remainder  use  stored  rain¬ 
water. 

The  number  of  houses  using  communal  standpipe  supply 
has  fallen  from  159  in  1958  to  113  at  the  end  of  1959.  The 
number  of  houses  with  this  type  of  water  supply  will  continue 
to  decrease  as  many  of  them  will  be  dealt  with  as  unfit  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act.

Mr.  Chairaian,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  on  the  work  carried  out  by 
Mro  Hbmcastle  (District  Public  Health  Inspector)  and  myself 
during  1959  o 

Due  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
district  and  the  application  of  new  and  amending  legislation 
to  those  matters  directly  concerning  the  Department,  it  has 
only  been  possible  to  carry  out  those  duties  vidiich,  as  the 
need  arose,  were  necessary  and  urgent » 

Of  the  original  figure  of  232  dwelling  houses  scheduled 
for  demolition  within  the  five  years  commencing  September, 
1955,  the  number  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  end  of 
1959  was  46  (29  awaiting  report  and  17  under  consideration 
by  the  Council « 

With  reference  to  atmospheric  pollution,  as  shown  by 
the  deposit  gauges  sited  at  vaiious  parts  of  the  district,  the 
monthly  readings  of  wiiich  are  given  on  pages  35  and  36,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  total  deposits  recorded  in  the  gauge  sited 
at  North  Hailing  are  449 <,5  tons  per  square  mile  for  the  year, 
rainfall  for  this  period  is  21.58  inches.  Of  the  three  kilns 
operated  at  the  cement  worics  situated  immediately  South  of 
this  gauge  one  has  been  fitted  Y?ith  a  multi-cell  cyclonic 
dust  arrestor  and  this  has  been  in  operation  since  August.
